WHEN WAR WAS DECLARED. 


A Correspondent Tells of the Panic 


in the Transvaal. 


A correspondent who was in Jchar: 


neibnrg when the islanders were try 
4ng to get away iii advance cf tho 
jfigbtiug says: 


*I remember going into a restaurant 


Jjfor breakfast ono day, this being a 
place that had had previously set a 
Tery good table. I ordered breakfast 
and got about four square inches of 
cold roast beet that had been fried in 
jlien of the raw meat. I may not be out 
of place to meutiou the fact that 
although/this was the 
only place 


where oue could get American pan- 
cakes I didn't go there again. 


When I left the government \\ 
!&* 


commandeering horses, and whatever 
was needed to facilitate the prosecu- 
tion of the war. Street cars wore 
stopped ia the street by officers, 
the 


horses taken, and the cars left stand- 
ing. 
I saw a lady driving aloug 


Pitcbard street in a car-riaage one day. 
An officer stopped the horses,unhitch-' 
-ed them, and led them off in spite7of 
the protestations of the woman, who, 
with her baggage, was on the way to 
the station to take the train for Cape 
Town. 
All of the merchants who 


bandied harness and saddles had their 
entire stocks commandeered. (The 
process mentioned consists in tailing 
possession of property in the name of 
the government and giving receipts 
that enable oue to obtain remunera- 
tion for the loss sustained.) 


"People who have left Johannes- 


burg during tho last five weeks have 
had some terrible experiences. Know- 
ing that there would be a crowd at 
the station, I, with a friend who is 
commonly known as Bobby, got there 
an hour before the time appointed for 
the train to leave. Even then1 the plat- 
form was crowded with men, women, 
and children, Kaffirs and 
coolies. 


One 
could 
see at a 
glance that 


every 
body in the crowd had lost 


all sense cf shame or care for others. 


I recognized more forcibly than 


ever before the strength of the spirit 
of selfishness inherit in man which 
always snows itself most forcibly iu 
the event of a panic occuring. 
It has 


been my privelge to watch a crowd 
^rom the stage of a theatre when" a 
cry of "Fire" was raised, and I was 
also present on the floor of the Chica- 
go board of trade in 1893 when a 
crazy fanatic emptied a revolver in 
the crowd. On occasions like these, 
when ,a scare is suddenly created, 
there is some excuse for people losing 
their heads. At Braamfoutein station 
the case was different. 


\Ve bought our-tickets after consid- 


erable celay, and 
then spent con- 


siderable time iu getting our baggage 
checked. 
Fifteen minutes before the 


time arrived for the train to leave it 
pulled into the station. 
Then I saw 


a sight such as I never witnessed be- 
3ore and hope I may never see again. 
Men, who have no right to the name 
aside from the fact that it designates 
their sex, fought like tigers for a 
place on the train, pushing asid 
women with babies in their arms 
Children were pulled cut of the car 
by men who shoiild have tried to fiuc 
places for them. 
A few ot r,s kep 


oar heads and did what \ve could to 
facilitate the efforts cf the zarps or 
police to help the women. 
We were 


in the minority, however, and al- 
though there was a good force of 
zarps present we could do but litlla. 


But this was only the beginning ct 


our troubles. 
Our train with the ex- 


ception of one coach, consisted of open 
coal cars, which were uiisvvept and 
without seats of auy kind. The zards 
kept the men out of the coach and 
gome of the womea aud children were 
accommodated in it 
Others were not 


ao fortunate, however, and were forced 
to take their places iu the coal cars. 
Those of us who had valises or bag- 
gaga of any kind with us were fortu- 
nate, as this enabled us to obtain a 
makeshift for a seat. Others who 
had nothing were forced to staud or 
sit on the' floor.

A few days ago Comptroller H. F. 


Bobbins received a letter which had 
evidently been iu search of an owner. 
It started from Kansas City and had 
been to Milwaukee and other places 
and finally tried Deoatur.

After forty days or more 


had passed' Dr. -Botts was called to see 
the sick man, and prescribed for him 
but Mr. Robinson declined to accept 
the physician's advice or to take his 
medicine. Dr. Dewey, the promoter 
and originator of the abstinence from 
food idea as a remedy for sickness, 
happened to be in tlfe west and called 
on Mr. Robjtison, and he advised that 
he be given food of some kind. Efforts 
were made to give him food but were 
unsuccessful in so for as doing him 
any good was concerned. 
The sick 


man's stomach was in such shape that 
he could not retain any of the food 
that was given him, although things 
that were the easiest digested were 
fad to him in small quantities. For 
sixty days he was practically without 
food. 


The deceased was a native of Brown 


county, Illinois, and was 42 years of 
age. 
He came to Macon county ten 


years ago aud took up his residence at 
Warreusburg, where he has since re- 
sided. For a time he taught school in 
the vicinity of that village, and a faw 
years ago he established the Warrens- 
burg Enterprise, which he has sines 
conducted. He is survived by his wife 
and four children, two boys and two 
girls. He was a member of the Modern 
Woodmen in which order he carried 
an icsarance of $2,COJ and of the 
Fraternal Army of America in which 
order he had a policy for $1,000. 
The 


funeral services will be held today and 
the remaps will be taken to Brown 
county for bnrial. 


During the latter part cf his illness 


Mr. Robinson was irrational tor the 
greater part of the time. It is not 
thought that his fasting was the real 
cause cf his death.
